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THE SIKH POLICE. 





Yesrerpay’s “ Monicipal Gaz- 
cette” contained the report on the 
condition of the Sikh Police drawn 
up by Major S. R. Davidson, 
the officer lent by the Indian 
Government for the purpose of 
the investigation into the causes 
that led up to the overt act of 
insubordination last July, An 
accompanying Minute states that 
Major Davidson “has indicated 
those parts of the document which 
he regards as confidential as be- 
tween himself and the Watch 
Committee,” and in consequence 
these es are eliminated from 
the rt as published. This 
precaution is, without doubt, neces- 
sary in the interests of discipline 
in the Police Force, and the fact 
that such passages were incorporated 
in the document is an indication 
that Major Davidson carried out his 
investigations conscientiously and 
was prepared to report on ail that 
came to his notice. His clear 
statement of the causes leading up 
to the trouble in the summer 
carries with it conviction, and it 
will be noted that the Watch 
Committee has adopted “ unani- 
mously and in their entirety” 
Major Davidson's recommendations 
and undertakes to carry them into 
effect in the manner suggested. 
The explanation given of the 
trouble is, on the whole, the most 
satisfactory one for the peace of 
mind of the community. It was 
no longer possible to ignore the 
fact that something was radically 
wrong with the Sikh force, and 
although blame might be distributed 
freely, there could be no confid- 
ence without a thorough inquiry 
that what was amiss would 
be rectified. Major Davidson is 
satisfied that, as far as the Sikhs 
are concerned, “ the conditions of 
their service in the Shanghai Police 
are excellent,” and further that, 
although mistakes have been made, 
the disturbance is to be attributed 
to the intrigues and quarrelling of 
native officers and interpreters. 

It will be remembered that, as a 
result of the recommendations of 
the Police Committee of Inquiry of 
1907, it was decided to strengthen 
the Sikh branch, and a party was 
sent to India to secure recruits. 
The investigations of the Committee 
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had shown that the chief cause of 
the trouble in the Force at that 
time was a complete lack of all 
knowledge regarding the Sikhs, 
whether of their language, habits 
or temperament, and with a view to 
remedying this state of affairs a 
special officer to take charge of this 
branch of the Force was engaged. 
Unfortunately the recruiting party 
had already started, and it would 
appear that, instead of placing iteelf| 
entirely in the hands of the British 
authorities in India, it entrusted 
its affairs tom native sergeant taken 
from Shanghai. There is no need 
now to dwell upon the mistakes of 
that time. reeraiting party 
returned with a thorongtly un 
satisfactory leaven for the Police 
Force, and the seeds of the trouble, 
of which Major Davidson outlines 
the development so carefully, were 
thus sown, Two factions sprang 
up among the Sikhs, with re- 
cognized leaders, encouragement 
was obtained from other Sikbs out- 
side the Force, and in the words of 
the Report ‘quarreling continued 
merrily.” When the Assistant’ 
Superintendent for Sikh Police, in 
addition to his ordinary dutice, was 
given charge of a Bureau of Indian 
watchmen, further fael was pro- 
vided for the strife between the 
two main parties into which the 
Sikhs of Shanghai were divided. 
In due course the trouble came to a. 
head, and action was taken by the 
authorities. Ifa local inquiry had 
been instituted on the spot and a’ 
report issued, the community might: 
ave learned what it knows now. 
But it was the general desire that 
an investigation from outside should 
be made, and that the Police Foros: 
should have the benefit of the advice 
given by an “expert” specially 
delegated by the Government of 
India. The community is no 
longer concerned, therefore, with 
the consideration whether all the 
fucts pointed out by Major Davidson 
were or were not known in respons- 
ible quarters; but it has merely to 
satisfy itself that his recommenda- 
tions will be acted upon and that all 
concerned will benefit by the advice 
given in his Report. 

In the first place Major Davidson 
lays his finger on the native officers 
and others immediately responsible 
for promoting strife umong the 
Sikhs and recommends their dis- 
missal. The two warring sects we 
now have with us, for better or for 
worse, but they are to remain sopa- 
rated. Sikh watchmen, in spite of 
the public convenience of an offi- 
cially regalated system ate an ad- 
ditional burden to the Police officers, 
and there can be little doubt that, 
in view of what Major Davidson 
jsays on this subject, an attempt 


























will have to be made to discontinue 
the existing practice. Interpreters, 
moreover, as we ventured to indi- 
cate on July 28, must also go. 
Finally the Report touches upon the 
question of higher responsibility, 
and it is with considerable satisiso- 
tion that we note that Major David- 
‘son considers that with the remedies 
proposed no further changes will be 
necessary. The Assistant Superin- 
tendent for Sikh Police, he finds, 
can understand and speak the Urdu- 
Panjabi used by the Sikhs suffi- 
ciently to converse with the men, 
“assisted when difficulties arise by 
nati . officers or sergeants, who 
from longer practice speak clearer 
than others.” In this 2omnexi it 
may be pointed ont that a simitar 
state of affairs exists in India, 
where a native soldier is liable 
to lapse into his local dialect, with 
which the sahib is not expected to 
be conversant. The management 
of the Sikh Police ia Shanghai, 
says the Report, “ must always be 
‘a matter of some difficulty.” Many 
‘temptations are placed in the way 
of the men, and many of the inoen- 
tives to good behaviour, which they 
would have in their own country, 
fare wanting here. “A sympathetio 
understanding, strict justice, and 
the power to mete out adequate 
punishment are necessary to ensure 
good discipline.” Whether the 
Intter is to prove altogether un- 
attainable cannot be said ; but wo 
havo little doubt that aftor the ver 
clear lead given by Major Bn. 
Davidson the first two requirements 
will never be lacking, and the 
community will hope to find that 
trouble with the Sikh branch of the 
Police will now bea thing of tho 
past.

OPIUM. 

The fact that the Government of 
Todia has already obtained daring the 
present financial year in opiam reveane 
three hundred snd fifty-eight lakhs of 
rapees more than was estimated for the 

year, calls for some explanation. 
The financial year ends on March 31. 
The revenue in 1908 decreased, and 
this was officially stated to be due 
partly to the curtailment of exports as 
‘© resalt of the measnres adopted by the 
Government to co-operate with China 
for the eventual extinction of the opium 
habit amovg the Chinese, antl partiy to 
a lower average price obtained at the 
monthly auctions, It is evident that 
the increase in the revenue in the pre- 
sent instance is due to the enhanced 
price obtainable in China. The Indian 
Government bas reduced the export 
and this, added to the decreased pro- 
duction in Obins, has a 
defiorency in the supply which has 
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automatically tended to raise prices. 
Tho telegram that we published yest 

day shows that the Government of India 
does not intend to accept the hysterical 
advice offered it by persons who have 
no interest at stake beyond as desire to 
obtains repntation for vicarious 
generosity.

THE OPIUM TRADE. 


SALES IN INDIA. 
London vid Bombay, Jan. 11. 

Telegrams from Calcutta state 
that 2,620 chests of opium were 
sold there yesterday at an averay 
price of Re, 3,365 per chest. The 
Government of India has already 
made Rs. 358,00,000 over the Bud- 
get estimate and there are 5,240 
chests more to be sold before the 
close of the year. 

Tn regard to the message stating 
that the Indian Government would 
continue the reduction in the opium 
output by ten per cent, the reduc- 
tion will only hold good for the 
year 1911. Further action on the 
part of India will depend upon the 
negotiations now proceeding at 
Peking—Reuter.

Club in detail—the suspicion of 
ood intentions in the tiled roof in 
Front degenerating into corrugated 
iron behind—it reeaine =F im- 
ing structure, a worthy addition 
qo the jstinction of the Bund. It! 
was in keeping, therefore, with all 
that the Shanghai Club stands for 
in this community that the openin 
ceremony should have been attende 
with such mild pomp as was lent 
by tho presence of a company of 
blucjackets from H. M.S. Flora, 
a detachment of police and the 
Town Band. Sir Pelham Warren, 
K.0.M.0., His Majesty’s Consul 
General and Senior Consul, who 
was formally to declare the Club 
opened, drove up to the building. 
with an escort of mounted Sik! 
The Consular Body honoured the 
proceedings with their company, 
and the Club dining-room, in spite 
of its large proportions, only just 
sufficed to accommodate the mem- 
bers present. In his speech the 
President, Mr. W. A. C. Platt, 
struck a happy note, laying stress 
on the fanction of the Cinb as the 
promoter of international good- 
fellowship in the Settlement and 
on the part that the new building 
will play in handing down to 
future generations a no less worthy 
record than the present members 
had inherited in the old Club house, 
which had served the purposes of 
thirty or forty years ago.

The differ- 
ences between East and West are 
exemplified even in the club, that 
is the direct progeny of the home 
‘itution, Here the name con- 
jures up wholly different ideas. 
Veterans we have too, and there’ 
were, perbaps, among Sir Pelham 
Warren’s audience some whose re- 
miniscences could travel as far back 
as his. But aclub to them is an 
incident in their daily life, and not 
their whole existence. The East! 
has little knowledge of the man 
of leisure and contented idleness, 
whose life is a routine of laborious 
trifles, in which the club plays! 
the major part. Its clabmen are! 
clubable enough; but their in- 
terests extend beyond, and for that 
very reason their club assumes a 
different atmosphere. The same 
appointments will be there, with 








one distinguishing addition ; but 
they allare for the whiling away of 
definite intervals rather than of a 


considerable portion of a member's 
existence. 

Thus the Club of the Far East 
stands to the 
almost as far removed in the 
eppoatte direction as the club of 
the eighteenth contary. The 
derous seriousness of club life of 
the old days has gone with the 
altered conditions of the times, 
Even to Macaulay there was 
something of vanished quaintness 
in the club-room to which Boswell 
introdaces us, with the table on 
which stands the omelet for Nugent. 
and the lemons for Jobnson. 
Although we may find the outward 
appearances still lingoring in old 
London, the essence of the club has 

‘one as completely as “that strange 
Egure . . « the gigantic body, the 
hnge massy face, seamed with the 
scars of disease, the brown coat, 
the black worsted stockings, the 
grey wig with the scorched foretop, 
the dirty hands.” Those were the 
‘days of small clubs, in which each 
member took a definite part in the 
social organism. Conversation or 
debate was the primary object of 
the gathering ; the conveniences 
of life were held of little account. 
Such clubs were also the direct: 
outcome of attendant circumstances, 
‘of the conditions of the day. They 
have fulfilled an important réle in 
the development of the nation, and 
their influence was transmitted to 















home institution | thi 





subsequent generations. Some there 
may be who regret that so little of 
their spirit survives in the club of 
the Far East, where conversation 
is limited for the most part to 
matters of business, and the real 
leisure moments are devoted to 
stimes that impose tongue-tied 
silence. In Boswell’s day, eeeres 
they were not all Johnsons, and 
if the satirists are to be believed, 
there were clubs and clubs. It 
may be that, with the attractions 
of the new building of the Shanghi 
Club, the members may imbibe 
more of the atmosphere of home 
clubs. Reading, said Bacon, makes 
a full man, (alking a ready man 
and writing an exact man. A 
business training supplies exact- 
ness, and here there is a tendency 
to cultivate this virtare at the 
expense of fulness and readiness, 
It is Locke, however, who reminds 
us that “we are born with 
faculties and powers capable almost 
of anything, such at least as would 
carry us farther than can be easily 
imagined; but it is only tho 
exercise of those powers which 
gives us ability and skill in anythiog 
and leads us on to perfection.” 














INTERNATIONAL 


ARBITRATION, 


January 9. 

Tax telegram that we publish 

morning in reference to the 
Anglo-American Arbitration Treaty 
shows that there is some possibility 
of a long desired, but hitherto 
seemingly unattainable compact 
being brought into existence be- 
tween the two nations of the world 
which have most in common. This 
report states that President Taft 
has been in consultation with the 
Foreign Committee of the Senate 
with a view to making the Treaty 
still more effective, by bringing 
within the scope of arbitration even 
questions of vital interest or those 
which affect the honour of the 
parties. Should these consultations 
result in the acceptance of the ” 
‘Treaty by the United States Senate, 
which controls foreign affairs, a 
longer stride will have been taken 
towards the realization of world- 
wide than even the most 
optimistic has dared to hope for in 
recent years. The origin of wars 
is often difficult to discover and the 
real causes are not always those 
that contemporary commentators 
assign. But while unseen and un- 
recognized influences make in 
general for conflicts between nations, 
it has happened that the ostensible 
cause was an affront offered by 
irresponsible persons to the flag or 
‘the representative of another nation, 
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Such casus belli have not been 
susceptible of pacific negotiation in 
the past, and it bas been felt 
obligatory upon the offended party 
to draw the sword, even thoug! 
inclination should dissent and 
reason dissuade. In the old days 
individual quarrels subject 
to the same conditions; some 
questions were submitted without 
loss of esteem to the judge- 
ment of disinterested persons, 
but others could only be decided 
on the Field of Honour.’ The Bog: 
lish-speaking peoples have emergi 
pears frensitional stage ; the 
duel is unknown and questions 
affecting honour are remitted to the 
proper tribunal, without the persons 
directly interested incurring the 
scorn of their fellows. The public 
weal has been set before the phys- 
ical satisfaction of personal wrath. 
Tt has taken a long time for 
public opinion in the United States 
and Great Britain to be educated 
to the stage that has now been 
reached. But the similarity of 
ideals between the two countries has 
for nearly a hundred years pre- 
vented an appeal to war, although 
many grave questions have arisen, 
which, bad that intangible, but ery 
real, bond of sympathy not existed, 
would, almost certainly have led 
to what may be called without an 
undue stretching of the sense of 
words, fratricidal strife. Even when 
public opinion on both sides of the 
Atlantic seemed least inclined to 
listen to wiser counsels, it was found 
possible to refer disputes to the 
serene atmosphere of an arbitration 
tribunal. The Alabama Claims, had 
they been pressed upon Great 
Britam by any nation other 
than the United States, would 
certainly, at that period, have 
had to be enforced by the 
argument of armaments. It was 
President _Cleveland’s famous 
Message to Congress in 1895 that 
startled the thoughtful people in 
each country into a determi 
that steps should betaken to estal 
some method of settling disputes 
between them by something less| 
rainous than an appeal to force. 
That Message related to the 
Venezuelan Boundary Question, in 
which the United Ststes had but a 
remote interest. Mr. Cleveland’s 
intervention showed that, in the 
absence of any permanent machinery 
to relieve the relations of the 
countries when any sudden strain 
was cast upon them, there was 
imminent danger of the position 
passing beyond control. The im- 
mediate result was that negotiations 
were begun, not only for an 
instrument whereby the Venezuelan 
matter might be adjusted, but for 
the settlement of any fatare 
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differences between Great Britain 
and the United States. An 
“arrangement” for an Arbitration 
treaty was signed in 1897 by Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador in Washington, and 
Mr. Olney, then United States 
Secretary of State, but the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations 
amended it by a declaration that 
“no question which affects the 
foreign or domestic policy of either 
of the high contracting parties or 
the relations of either with any 
other State or Power by treaty or 
otherwise shall be subject to arbitra- 
tion under this treaty, except by 
special agreement.” Notwithstand- 
ing this failure, the two great 
westions in regard to the Alaska 

undary and the Newfoundland 
Fisheries have since been peacefully: 
settled. 

The noble dream of world-wide 
peace may never be realized. But 
if the inscratable decrees of Pro- 
vidence determine that the world 
must be periodically purged by 
effusions of blood, it is still possible 
for maokind to ‘prevent any un- 
necessary recourse to this desperate 
remedy, There was a time when 
the standard specific of curative art 
was bleeding the _unfortanate 

tient. That day bas happily gone 
by, but there are still occasions’ 
when certain ailments demand the 
withdrawal from the system of 
blood, in order that impurities thai 
it has harboured may pass with i 
While, under existing conditions 
and in the present development 
of the world’s consciousness 
and evil, it may be idle to dream 
of universal peace, there is obvions 
benefit in anything that connotes a 
move onward to a desirable, if 
unattainable, end. The finity’ of 
the human mind may debar ultimate 
achievement, but the achievement, 
paradoxical though it sounds, is not 
the chief thing. « It is the 
for achievement that really counts. 
‘That war between the United States 
and Great _ will be rendered 
impossible by any legal instrament 
will hardly be believed by the most 
optimistic, but that a salutary 
check put upon the growth of evil 
passions, born in momentary anger, 
will be a distinct gain to humanity, 
must be admitted by the most 
pessimistic. If, as all well-wishers 
of Great Britain and the United 
States in particular and of humanity 
in general will fervently hope, 
these countries agree to refer di 
agreements of every kind to the 
calm and unimpassioned considera- 
tion of a judicial body, an example 
will haye been set to the world 
that, sooner or later, partially or en- 
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tirely, will be followed. The aspira- 
tion of many on both sides of the 
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who can see beyond the 
trivialities of minor misunder- 
standings, is that there should be 
an alliance between the United 
States and Great Britain. In 
‘such an alliance, on the other 
band, some would assuredly sce 
a menace. But in a voluntary 
agreement not to resort to war 
until the resources of peace have 
been drained to exhaustion, there 
can be found nothing inimical to 
the interests of others. The treaty 
of arbitration, comprehensive and 
embracing, that is now under 
consideration will, let us hope, 
accomplish not only the establish. 
ment of a permanent good ander- 
standing between two of the greatest 
of Powers, but serve as an object 
lesson to others who still regard 
with doubt an expedient the efficacy 
of which, in extreme cases, they 
have had no opportunity of testing 
or studying.

This aspect was maintained in the 
canon law of Rome in Roman 
Gaul and by the Franks who 
introduced in the dark ages the 
Germanic law. The next step, as 
in the case of the later Germanique 
civilization, was for woman to be 
regarded as a much more important: 
person in the family than a servant, 
but still as the feebler half of 
creation. Even in the middle ages 
and in the beginning of modern 
history the notion that a woman 
could become a heroine or reach 
the level of a hero, except through 
sorcery, was rejected. The French 
in the fifteenth century burned 
Joan of Arc, because they could 
not accept the idea that a shep 
herdess could become the saviour 
of France, except as an instrament 
of Satan. Anew era for woman 
dawned first on the Continent, 
the famous 7 éunions of the Hotel de: 
Rambouillet admitted the possibility 
‘of woman being regaded as a col- 
laborator with man in the advance- 
ment of civilization. 




















With the political “salon” the 
same idea was still farther develop- 
ed, but some time was to elapse 
before any concrete steps were 
taken in the direction of the com- 
plete enfranchisement of woman 
Almost simultaneously in France 
and in England the present-day 
movement took definite shape. It! 
received its first great impulse 
daring the Parliament of 1867, 
and two years later the right of 
guardianship was first given to 
women in France. By the last 
year of the nineteenth century 
France had surpassed Great Britain 
in the reoogene of the rights of 
women. They were admitted as 
advocates to practise at the bar, and 
in the decade that has elapsed five 
women have availed themselves of 
the opening thus afforded them. In 
other countries, however, the en- 
franchisement of women is of many 
years’ standing. New Zealand has 

adult suffrage for men 
‘and women for nearly twoaty 
years, and it is pointed out that, 
while women have usod their con- 
stitational rights {reely, no woman 
has been elected to, or has stood for, 
Parliament. Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and Finland have all 
granted the franchise to women, 
and the movement has daring the 

t year made fresh headway in 
the United States, where some five 
states have now granted the conces- 
sion. If the Bill that passed its 
second reading in the House of 
Commons last July were to become 
Jaw, it would entail the enfranchise- 
ment of about a million women in 
Great Britain and Ireland.

OCEAN RECORDS. 
January 11. 

So accustomed is the world be- 
coming to hearing of records that 
had been looked upon as wonderful 
going by the board that the latest 
feat of the Mauretania, the accom- 
plishment of the double journey 
from Liverpool to New York and 
back again in twelve days, four 
hours and thirty-nine minutes, al- 
most comes as the realization of 
the expected. Still, even in these 
days of magnificent engineering 
triumphs, the feat is one that 
appears the more remarkable, the 





more closely it is examined. All

those who have travelled by sea to 
any extent know that in a well- 
‘quipped steamer the actaal length 
of time to be occupied in traversing 
the ocean from port to port can be 
almost exactly determined before- 
hand. With carefully selected deck 
‘and engine-room staffs, well-tested 
machinery, the best coal and an 
approximate knowledge by previous 
experience of probable weather 
conditions the Captain of a modern 
liner can keep to schedule time 
with almost as little difficulty as 
the engine-driver of an express 
train. But the 2 of the equation 
in a round trip such as that of the 
Mauretania is the time consumed 
in coaling, londing and shipping 
passengers and their impedimenta. 
‘The usual stop of the Mauretania 
at New York occupies five days. 
On the occasion under consideration 
the work that usually occupied that 
period of time was compre:sed in- 
to forty-one hours. The organiza- 
tion of the small army of workers 
who had to discharge and load the 
mammmoth steamor and to fill her 
cavernous bunkers must have been 
genuinely wonderful ; and to those 
who directed their labours is fairly 
dae as much praise as has boon 
rightfully given to the ship and 
her crew. 

Naturally enough the establish- 
ment of a new record inspires 
interest in past accomplishments, 
as by comparison alone can its im- 
portance be gauged. It is when 
these old records are consulted that 
the stupendous advance that has 
been made can be fully realized. 
The first steamer to cross the 
Atlantic was_the Canadian built 
vessel Royal Wil which 
occupied twenty-two days in the 
¢ from Pictou, Nova Scotia, 
to Gravesend. The honour of being 
the first steamer to cross from the 
Old World to the New fell to the 
Sirius, which left Cork on April 5, 
1838 and arrived at New York on 
April 23. Her coaling arrange- 
ments do not seem to have been 
quite so perfect as those of the 
Mauretania, as she ran short of coal 
and was only enabled to reach port 
by utilizing’ practically everything 
burnable on board.” The Great 
Western arrived in New York the 
same day, having left Bristol on 
April 8.' The first passage from 
Liverpool to New York was made 
the same year by another steamer 
called the Royal’ William, the time 
taken being nineteen days. Every 
year since has seen a fight against 
‘Time being waged, and a long series 
of successes culminated in 1909 in 
the phenomenal run betweenQueens- 
town und New York by the 














Mauretania, in four days ten hours 
and fifty-one minutes. An interest- 
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ing fact in connexion with the 
recent round trip record of the 
Mauretania is that she covered the 
outward run in only one hour 
twenty-six minutes more than the 
still existing record that she esta- 
blished in 1909. In less than three 
quarters of a century a steamer has 
accomplished the round trip from 
Liverpool to New York and hack 
again in nearly a week less than it 
took the pioneer steamer to perform 
the outward trip. There must be 
those still living to whom the trans- 
Atlantic trip seemed an enterprise 
of doubt and danger, to be contem- 
plated with misgiving and decided 
upon after months of deliberation. 
Now in many respects the journey 
is of less consequence than was that 
from Edinburgh to London scarcely 
more than a century ago. Con- 
sideration of these facts will cause 
the latest triumph achieved by the 
Cunard Company the better to be 

appreciated,

THE NATIONAL 


ASSEMBLY. 


January 12. 

Tax National Assembly has con- 
cluded its first session, and in the 
absence of urgent business calling’ 
for a special meeting will not be’ 
convened again until next Novem- 
ber. Opinion regarding the value 
of its labours may be divided, but on 
one point unanimity will prevail, 
that it has belied altogether the 
expectations formed of it. As has 
already been remarked in these 
columns, its organization was ting- 
ed with officialism rather than with 
liberalism. The constituent classes 
—the nominees of the Throne and 
those who might be said to repre- 
sent more directl people— 
were equally divided ; but it was 
clearly not anticipated that the 
popular element in the Assembly 
would play such a prominent part. 
However sincere in its wishes to 
meet public opinion in rogard to 
the introduction of a constitational 
régime, the Chinese Government) 
could hardly have intended to forge, 
unless under greater pressure, a 
weapon of such deadly effect as the 
Teuckengyuan bas shown that it! 
may well prove to be. For the 
moment the weapon may be regard- 
ed as being in inexperienced hands. 
It bas been frequently discharged ; 
but the aim has been erratic, and 
through being carelessly loaded, 
there bas been some danger that it 
would inflict more injury on the 
men who fired than on those at 
whom it was pointed.

Both sides, therefore, 
made mistakes. The Assembly 
became flushed with the sense of 
power, and ran tho risk of having 
an end put to its usefulness by 
dissolution, while the inability of 
the Grand Council to humour or 
to lead the House caused a large 
amount of public time to be wasted 
in purposeless friction. 

Thus, if the work of the 
Assombly is to be gauged by the 
‘one concrete achievement, its suc- 
cess in expediting the opening of 
Parliament, the session may well

system. In its conflict with the 
Grand Council, as far as can be 
judged from reports and from the 
memorial of impeachment, the 
National Assembly has ignored 
the present limitations of the con- 
stitutional movement and has sought 
to indict the Grand Councillors for 
not arrogating to themselves duties 
and responsibilities which do not at 
present belong to them. Clearly 
in this respect the Grand Council 
is not at fanlt, and until it is re- 
placed by a Cabinet more or less 
responsible to Parliament, it has 
acted within its rights in opposihg 
the Assembly's encroachments upon 
its functions. At the seme time 
there is probably some justification 
for the Assembly's contention that 
the Grand Council is at heart more 
reactionary than progressive, ‘The 
complete ‘discomfiture of Prince 
Ching, whether it leads to his final 
retirement from public life or is 
only a temporary phase, bas pro- 
bably shaken the forces of ultra- 
conservatism, and the result may be 
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that the balance will be held more 
evenly between the extremists of 
both parties. 

The most important function of 
any parliament is the control of the 
public purse, and it has been a 
matter for surprise that in the pub- 
lished reportsoi the Assombly’s deli- 
berations the subjectof finance seem- 
ed to be subordinated to such matters 
as the shortcomings of the Grand 
Council or the abolition of the queue. 
‘An adequate reason is supplied to- 
wards the close of the session, when 
the Budget Committeo presented its 
report. It would be unfair to the 
Government to attribute to it any

Minor ques- 
tions relating to the national 
costume or to individual impeach- 
ments may well detain an inexperi- 
enced parliament ; but when the 
National Assembly has “ found 
itself,” we may expect to seo its 
serious conflicts with the powers that 
bo turning on the effective control 
of the national purse and the 
constitution of the future Parlis 
ment.

‘handing over chai 

I bave received communications from 
Taotai Lin to the effect that he is in 
of the High Autho- 
me to band over 
accounts ; aod I am very much perturbed 
in consequence. With régard to the difii- 
culties ia the Shanghai money market 
this year, I have already set all the 
circametances before your Excellencies. 
I received directions following upon 
‘approval of a memorial presented to the 
Throne by the Buard of Commerce, 
permi the loan to native banks of 
70 per cent of the fands in the Treasury ; 
and of depositing the remaining 30 per 
cent with mercantile firms, On Jaly 
16, Ese I sent s telegram, which is 
on record, reporting to the Grand 
Council, to the istry of Foreign 
Affairs ‘and the Ministry of Finance, 
that in the Shanghai money market the 
collection of fands is entirely dependent 
upon the paper notes of nati 
‘and that if the Tsotai's Yaméa do 
withdraw foods cash, the whole 
‘warket would certainly be sgitated, and 
that not only could I not bear to do 
thie, but aleo it would not be possible to 
do it. ‘The procedure bas always been 
#0 from Taotai to Taotai, On taking 
‘over office from the previous Taotai, 
Liang Ja-bao, there was likewise no 
ready money banded over, but the 
whole of the Treasury funds were handed 
over complete within « limit of six 
monthe. Afver arrival at my post the 
price of the pound sterling became 
‘saddenly high and won ly 
tight, Within « few months the Yuen 
jn and Chin I Sheog Banks sacces- 
sively failed. Cosequeatly property 
was taken in pledge for the fands 
lent out to the various banks, for I 
felt obliged to exercise great caro, 

‘Then in the 6th month of this year 
the Ching Yu and the other banks failed 
together; and three other banks, 
namely, the Yoen Feng Jon, Yuan 
Chi Te Yaan wore all disturbed, 
‘and involved the whole money market, 
‘The ordinary and the sundry funds in 
the Teotai's Treasury were all deposited 
throughout the market. The Yuen 
Feng Jan and the others were connected 
with the Customs Yuen Tong Bank 
and were all opened by Yen I Ping. 
The circumstances were of a most 
precarious character and the Manager 
‘of the Shanghai Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce came to me and implored me 
to save the situation, w 
wealthy notatle of Chekian; 
named Lin An-chu, presented eal 
as guarantor. For the sake of the 
whole money market I could certainly 
do nothing bat take protective messares; 
and for the sske of the public fands 
‘involved I could likewise do nothing

With 
rogard to the reduction of house-renta, 
the Viceroy at Nanking, the Shanghai 
Taotai, the Consular Body, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and many others bad 
tried to advise landlords to redace 
rents, but they could not force them to 
do so. As scoused was unable to find

This meant that accused woold be 
discharged forthwith, and in releasing 
hhim the Assessor remarked that he was 
an old man, and therefore he could eat 
and sleep and go away. 

‘The shop-closing movement lasted 
over until Sunday, bat in the course of 
the morning wiser counsels prevailed 
and ebutters were removed. 

Quite » commotion was created in 
Road abont 6.30 on Saturday 
evening when Magistrate Pao of the 
Mixed Court, and the Magistrate from 
tho Chinese City psid personal visits to 
all the shopkeepers and advised them to 
open their shops and unebatter their 
windows, The magistrates walked one 
on either side of the road and they were 
followed by large crowds of Chinese, A 
number of police officers wore in attend- 
‘ance to prevent any demonstration. The 
advico of the magistrates was, however, 
notacted apon that evening, for along the 
Nanking Road every native hop, with 
perhaps one or two exceptions, remained 
shuttered and the occupants stood at 
their deors discussing the matter until 
1 late hour. 

‘The Police wore quite for 
any possible display of feeling and 
throughout Saturday the men were 
confined to barracks. The 8. M. Police 
Football Club's first and second eleven 
‘Leaguo watches against “A " Company 
(8. V.C.) and the Football Clab Zod 
XL. were postponed, and the Sikh Police 
ho were to have played a hockey match 
with “B" Company (8. V. C.), also 
ibandoned their game in order to be io 
readiness, 

On inquiry at the Central, Hongkew, 
and Louza Police Stations, it was stated 
that no incident calling for the attention 
of the Police had occarred, and no 
arrests for disorderly conduct had been 
made.

The agitation for reduced rents 
cnluinated on Saturday morning in « 

jeral strike of shop-people in the 
Foterostional Settlomont. This climax 
resulted from the detention at the police 
station of a man who bad been arrested 
for distributing hand-bills urging the 
people not to pay rent until a reduction 
was granted. The Chinese regird him 
asa martyr. When be was told at the 





‘Mixed Court to find security that 
‘would not repeat his offence, he 
refused and ssid that he was 
willing to lose his head. The 
magistrate rogarded him as partially 
insane, so he motioned bim away by a 
wave of hand, But the police 
thought that he could not be let loose 
without security, and kept him. The 
mercbante, mostly shopkeepers, became 
enraged, decleriog that Lin (the man 
in questiou) was a representative of 
the people, elected publicly and 
doing © public duty in bis demand 
for a redaction of rents. Since Lin 
could be so treated, there could be 
no doubt that the landlords intended to 
coeree them to submission by force, 
‘They thought the police unjast in siding 
with the lsndlords. A meeting was 
held in San Kuan Tang (a temple) on 
rwell Road, Hongkew. on Friday 
ing, at which an inspect»r of police 
by the Captain Superintendent of 
police was present. It was decided to 
‘cease all business as final protest, 
at 11 p.m, baodbills setting forth thi 
grievances and calling upon the people 
to close their doors next day were ready 
for distribution. 

‘The bill requests the people to be 
firm and until a reduction is obtained 
to contione the strike. 

As soon as Mr. Pao heard of this, 
hhe at once notified the police to bri 
‘up Lia Pao-chang to the Coart, and 
‘leo asked the associste Megistrate Mr, 
Sun to inform this man that at his 
age he should not create riots ; that the 
question of rent-reduction was in the 
hands of the Court and the Consuls of 
the different foreign Powors. Besides, 
the landlords bad been and would be

man was released, 80 as to pacify the 
public. 

Mr. Pao also reported the occurrence 
to the Taotsi and called at the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce to consnit the 
membere. He wrote a long letter to 
that Chamber, explaining what be has 
slroady done for the good of the people 
and said that he could do no more. 
also pointed out in the letter that, 
ia his opinion, landlords bave the right 
to fx rents for their houses, and that 
certainly no force should be used to 
compel them to reduce such rents.

In the result, 
Mr. Longford bas given to the world » 
book that be read and referred to 
on Time has swept to oblivion most 
of the books sbont Japan that 
have recently sought attention. To 
epitomize a bistory that is supposed to 
extend over thousands of years into 
‘volame of 400 pages was no light task, 
bat Mr. Longford has accomplished it 
without, as far as wo can sec, omitting 
snytbing that should be recorded or in- 
clading anything that is not essential. 
The earlier portion of the book devoted 
to the mythological personages who, the 
Japanese believe, foanded their Empire, 
is of particular interest; the writer 
preserves much of the poetry and mye- 
that tes these old legends, 
‘and the level of excellence so early gained 
is maintained throughout. Tho civil 
ware, the fntrigaee, the craelties, the 
splendid heroism of the Old Japan are 
brought vividly to the mind, for- 
mation that is really solid is obtained so 
pleasantly that the reader wonders, with

have thought that history was “dry.” 
Were all historians gifted with Mr.

The 
entire episode is suggestive and indica- 
tive of more than appears apon the 
sarface. Some superficial obser vers may 
be inclined to smile, and to dismiss the 
matter with the remark ; “It is only 
Jone more idol added to the pantheon 
of China, in which already there are 
many ; what is there to call for com- 
ment?” The facts are, however, worthy 
of carefal obsesration. Confociar, as 
everybody knows, was bora rather more 
than two thousand four hundred years

captivated by his teaching. When the

FURTHER EXPERIMENTS. 
Profersor W. F. Barrett, one of the 
founders and presidents of 
Research Society, 
scientist, who mad 
experiments with the view of solving 
once for all the problem of whether or 
not diviners were what they represented 
themselves to be.

At that spot water 
was discovered in abundance within a 
fow feet of the surface ; but, so far as 
could be ascertained by repeated bor- 
ings. the second field was absolately 
sterile, Oat of 152 cases investigated 
by Professor Barrett, 140 were found 
to be successful, and there were only 
twelve fail 

In searching for water the dowser 
walks over the ground carrying a forked 
rod of hazel, hawthorn, willow or metal. 
He grasps an end of the fork in each 
band, and the apex points forward. 
‘When the finder stands over a spring, 
the rod is observed to move with more 
or lees violence.

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OPENING OF THE 
SHANGHAI CLUB. 


We cannot preface « description of 
the opening of the new Shanghai Club, 
belter than by reproducing from our 
own columns of December 31, 1864 
the following brief sllusion to the open- 
ing of the old Clab 

“The opening of the Shanghai Clab, 
althoagh an event in the strictest sense’ 
of the term, and therefore deserving of 
special notice, belongs more properly to 
some previous year in which the idea of 
establishing a clab first entered into 
tho fertile brains of some few men 
sxious to make Shanghai resemble » 
segment cat from the home circle. To 
those men we now owe the stately

Accompanied by the Committee and 
guests, and followed by the members, 
ho then proceeded up the steps through 
the hall, and by the grand staircase to 
the diniog hall. ‘The band meanwhile 
struck up “Land of Hope and Slory 

On arrival in the dining ball 
Committee and their chief guest = 
ceeded to a dais which had beon erected 
in the middle of the East front, The 
members poared in to the ball until it 
was quite fall, and aboat 12.30, Mr. 
Platt rose to thank Sir Pelbam Warren 
for bis part in the ceremony. Mr.

The basement which is one foot 
above the ground level, contains an 
oyster Bar, Barber's shop, two Bowling 
Alleys, six dressing rooms and three 
bathrooms—for the uso of members who 
do not live at the Clab—foar cold 
storage rooms, well insulated, and 
cooled on the ammonia system, general 
store rooms, a boiler room for heating 
the building and the water-supply tothe 
bathrooms, and two wine-cellars, one of 
which bas the dabions advantage of the 
presence of hot-water pipes, 

The illomination of the building is 
provided by about 1,000 electric lamps. 
There are three fire’ bydrants on each 
floor, and at the side entrance there ie 
areflex valve which can be connected 
with a fire-engine if necessary. Besides 
the main staircase, and the servants’ 
stairs, both of which are fire-proof, 
there are two steel fire escapes at the 
back of the buildiog. The whole 
ing, all the stanchions: 
‘and beams being of steel and the floors 
of reinforced concrete. There are no 
wood partitions ia the building. The 
Club is steam-heated throvydout by 
the low pressure hot water system, 
bont 100 radiators being installed. It 
would detract so much from the 
cheerfulness of the interior to rely only 
on the water heating system, that it is 
pleasing to note that there are open 
fire-places in nearly every room. 

‘The weight of the entire building is 
approximately 17,000 tons, snd the; 






































area of the floors is about 10,500 square 
yards. 

‘The interior fittings and furniture of 
the Club are of the most sumptuons de- 
scription. There are five velvet ile 
carpets in nearly every room, and though 
much of the furniture has not yet been 
installed, what there is indicates that 
the comfort of the members has been 
studied in every possible way. The 
electric light fittings are exceedingly 
artistic. As already mentioned, the 
hall and bar are lighted with Ton; 
stoliers, but there are also hand- 
‘some electroliers suspended from the 
barrelled ceiling of the ball, and anti- 
que iron and copper fittings are used in 
other parts of the building. 

The complete whole is made up of so 
many parts that it may be interesting to

CHINA’S BUDGET. 


THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


‘A long speech was delivered in the 
National Aseembly by Mr. Lin, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
in submitting the Committee's report 
on the Estimates, He explained that, 
the Estimates had been very difficalt to 
comprehend, and while investigating 
them fall evidence had been found of 
the obsolete system of Government io 
China and the dangerous methods of 
financial administration in vogue, 
The Government had submitted the 
Estimates in the form of forty-two 
pamphlets on principal items, eighty- 
‘one pamphlets on subordinate items 
and twenty-four pampblets on addition: 
and extra items, Later, the Govern- 
ment gradually delivered to the Hovse 
over 3,280 pamphlets from which it had 
made out the Estimates. The Committee 
had spent forty days of ite valuable time 
and exbausted the brains and strength 
of forty-eight men, plunging daily into 
this mass without intermission, before it 
had been able to obtain something like « 
clear insight into it. Bat as the time 
limit had been reached, » report had to 
be submitted according to the Rules. 
Mr, Lin's speech dealt with the item:

hich they had been investigated and 
he finally gave conclusions in regards 
to improvements that might be made in

The inepector's persistency led to the 
discovery of ten tins io the Chinese 
crew's quarters in the forecastle. When 
he was searching the quarters be saw a 
nomber of pairs of gum boots hanging 
the bunks of their owners and delved 
into them.

OPIUM IN SHENSI. 


A correspondent writes to the 
“Peking and Tientsin Tim 
Having recently returned from a journey 
in Shensi, and hearing that so mach 
interest is being taken in opium cultiva- 
tion, I have made the following few 
notes on this subject. 

Travelling westward last summer 
from Sianfa, the capital, along the plain 
bounded on the sonth by th 
Tsinling range of mountains, 
the north by the Wei River, 
the road to Hubsien, Along this route 


























for fifteen miles ont from the capital 
poppy was being cultivated in places, 
hidden from the road by other vegeta- 
tion, s pretence made possible by the 

andalating character of the country. 
From 0 onward through 
Chonchibsien to Meibsien, howeror, 
it, 








parte ofithe plain oceapied by rice fields, 
close to the Wei River. the whole of 
thia immense plain was blooming with 
poppy. The distance from Hubsien to 
Meibsien by the road I followed is 
approximately seventy miles, while the 
width of the plain varies from five to 
ton miles, giving » superficial area of 
at least 500 square miles. I should 
jndge that folly two thirds of this grost 
apace was oocapied by poppy, represent- 
ing some 200,000 acres. This fine 
fertile tract of country being well water- 
ed the farmer has exceptional facilities 
for maturing heavy crops of opiom,

All along onder the mountains, 
especially at the emall villages in the 
vicinity of Yuanmenkow, the entrance 
to the Taipeisban, the people were pre- 
paring the poppy seed for the autumn 
sowing, quite regardless of official de- 
clarations about probibition. It was 
curious to see, in these days when the 
Chinese are making such a fuss about 
opium, that so mach caltivation ean take 
place so near a large city like Sianfa, a 
big military centre, from which the au- 
thorities, if they were 60 inclined, might

Our Yangebow correspondent, writ- 
ing on January 7, saye:—Yesterday 
morning the two magistrates of Yang- 
chow opened a compound near the west 
ste of the cy forthe re dstribnton 
rice. It was early in the morning, 
bat » large crowd had gathered and 
when the gate was opened thirteen men, 
women snd children were crashed to 
death in the rush to enter the gate. 
Not a few refugees from the north 
have come to Yangchow daring the 
antomn apd winter months. On two 
trips to the north-west I have constant- 
ly met streams of people fleeing the 
famine, When they reach Yangchow 
they are usually not permitted to tarry.

filling of this kind, Shanghai mad 
was very tricky staff to handle. Wit- 
ness made a farther inspection in April 
1910.

Witness did 
not quite understand what Mr. Muller 
meant by the lower stringer or strat, 
If it were fastened along the face of the 
sheet piling if the thrast had been too 
‘great it would not have prevented the 
‘wharf from moving forward. Witness 
had had a pretty fair amount of experi- 
ence in mad filling in Shanghai 

Cross-examined—There was a mud 
wall in front of the transit sheds, but 
when witness was called in, the filling 
hed ran over that. When witness 
first saw the wharf in Ootober it had 
not gone very much. When he mét 
Mr. Halse the filling was not going on 

layers at the Western end, as be bad 
recommended. No mention was made 
jof the failure of the wharf being doe 
to excessive dredging, as far as withess 
‘could recollect, on the occasion when he 
‘met Mr. Halse. 

In reexamination witness esid that 
e could not recall any conversation 
with Mr, Halse in regard to the dredg- 
ing. He bad never seen the wharf at

THE RENT AGITATION. 


Arising ont of the recent trouble 

ots Lea Pao-chang, 
tor of » shop at 165 Enst 
ry Road was sammoned last 
Friday at the Mixed Court for causing 
to be printed and circulated handbille 
caloalated to canse a breach of the peace, 
Mr. C. G. Kirk, who represented the 
Police, stated that nothing was more 
caloalated to cause a breach of the 
peace. It appeared that the accused 
looked upon bimself as » martyr for the 
public benefit. Other handbills of « 
similar natare bad also been published 
‘and meetings bad been provoked in 

ons places. 

‘The accused pleaded guilty and said 
that he was doing this work for the 
public. He did not care whether his* 
bead was cut off or not. 

The Magistrate in releasing the 
‘accused on security, characterized bim as 
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the kind of old man the Court could not 
repect. The question of cheaper rents 
mas still under discussion in th 
proper quarter, and it wes not for the 
sensed to create agitation by issuing 
meh handbille. 

‘At the Mixed Conrt, on Tuesday 
belore Mr. San, Assistant Magistrate, 
and Mr. Hadley, American Assessor, 
Lin Pao-tsung, ‘an elderly Chinese, 
‘once more made his appearance. There 
was no charge against him, but the| 
police brought him up to know how the 
Conrt would deal with bim. 











Mr. Kirk who appeared for the police, 
slated that tccased, who bed been be- |p 


fore the Court on two previous occasions: 
in connexion with the campaign for 8 
general redaction of rents, had made 

on the same subject at a meet- 
ing held in the City on Sunday after- 
‘noon, urging the Chinese to combine to 
secure their object. He did not deny 
having done so, but on the contrary 
seemed to be rather proud of it, At 
this meeting numbers of persons bad 
fiags and Ister about fifty of those 
present left the City and marched into 
the Settlement. Five of this band 
were arrested and had already been 
dealt with by the Court. This old 
man was found by a foreign con- 
stable, He was waving s flag that 
bore some Chinese characters and was 
fntimating to the crowd that followed 
him that he had been authorized to ask 
them not to open their shops, with » 
view to securing « reduction in rents. 
The flsg which was now produced was 
entirely different from those distribated 
in the City. Counsel said that while 
there was no charge against this man, 
he would suggest that he be handed’over 
to the Taotai as a dangerous agitator. 

A native detective gave evidence in 
regard to the meeting ia the City, and 
foreign P. C. 169 stated that be 
found the man, seated in a ricsha, 
waving » flag and followed by » large 
crowd of Chinese. As he understood 
that he was agitating with regard to 
‘the reduction of rents, he took him into 
custody. 

‘The Magistrate, addressing Lin said 
that when before the Court on the pre- 
vious occasion be had been ordered to 
find security for his good behaviour, 
and as he had not done s0, be 
had been sentenced to » day's imprison- 
ment from the date of bis arrest and 
forthwith released. After that 
gone and made speeches in the City. 

Lin replied that he had made speeches 
in the City for the benefit of the pablic. 
He had not made any forther speeches 
in the Settlement. He and 
of others bad petitioned tt 
a reduction of rents. The Magistrate 
appeared not to know that the Iand- 
lords were wrong in not reducing rents. 

Upon this the Magistrate became 
angry ‘nd ssid that he wonld have to 
Getain accused for disrespect to the 
Court.

Another seqnel to the rent question 
was beard. in the Mixed Court on Mon- 
day, when five Chinese were charged with 
being concerned, together with others, on 
January 8, 1911, in creating  distur- 
bance in the Settlement with a view to 
compelling them to close their shops 
and places of business. 

Mr. C. G. Kirk, who appeared to 
prosecute, applied for a remand. It| 
was stated that one of the prisoners was| 
also charged with returning from ex- 








yalsion, 

All the accused were remanded for] 
farther inquiries, 

Snbseqnently two other Chinese ap- 
peared before the Court on lar 
change of intimidation, and farther 
with snatching 130 cents from the| 
stall of the complainant. 

‘The complainant stated that the 
accused and four others came to 
‘his frait stall on Sstarday last and 
told him that be must shat up his stall 
‘on account of the rent question. He! 
refased to accede to their request, where- 
upon the accused seized a hollow 
bamboo, in which he kept his smell) 
money, and made off. An alarm was 
‘immediately raised and the prisoners 
wore taken into custody. 

The accured were remanded. 








Five men—a shopkeeper, a barber, a 
hawker and two office assistants—were 
brought up on remand, charged with 
having been concerned with others, on 
the 8th instant, in creating an unlawfal 
distarbance in the International Settle- 
ment, and farther with haying been 
concerned in intimidating various per- 
sons with a view to compelling them to 
close their shops and places of business. 
‘The hawker was further charged with 
having retarned from expulsion, 


Mr. C. G. Kirk. who appesred for the 
prosecution, outlined the facts of the 
case, He said that the matter had started 
‘at meetings which had been held in the 
City on the rent question, one of the 
chief speakers being Lia Pao-chang who 
hhad been before the Conrt on several 
cocasions, He made a very inflam- 
matory speech which woald be reported 
by detective who was there, and 
finally he manufactured flags ont of 
sacks which be gave to members of the 
andience and they formed a procession. 
About fifty of these agitators then came 
from the City through the French Con- 
cession, and into the Settlement, The 
crowd meanwbile was growing, being 
fed by the various streets, and by tho 
time the police were notified it bad 
attained very considerable proportions. 
The Chief Detective Inspector, = 
foreign constable and three native 
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etectives went immediately from the} 
Central Station and found that the 
procession was becoming very disorderly, 
the men hammering at the doors, and 
shouting to the shopkeepers to shut up. 
their shops. This the shopkeepers did 
as quickly as possible, to avoid trouble. 
In the end the procession was broken 
up by the police, and five of the 
agitators were arrested. took 
place just before they reached Nanking 
Road, and if they bad got into Nanking 
Road one could imagine that the trouble 
might have been even more serious 
than it was, He need ecarcely poiat 
to the foolishness of agitating for a 
reduction of rents in this way, instead 
of in an orderly and proper manner. 
Tt had been pointed out over and over 
again, and the defendants were j 
sample of people who would not 
to reason, but took this way of shor 
their disapproval of the existing st 
of things, The police did all they conld| 
do to maintain order and to keep! 
the peace in the Settlement and they 
fully appreciated the position even if 
other people did not. The fanctions of 
the police were of course limited to the 
Settlement, and they received no assist 
‘ance whatever from the senior Chinese 
official, ‘Their work and their efforts 
at maintaining peace and good order in 
the Settle it and in trying todo their 
beat to arrange an amicable settlement 
of this and other questions, were oul- 
lified by the apathy of the senior! 
Chinese official, who allowed speeches: 
to be delivered ontside the Settlement 
and thereby undid all the work that] 
the police did in the Settlement. The 
Senior Magistrate of this Court and 
the’ City Magistrate, was 
stracted to say, did all they could to 
help the police, The meetings that 
took place were of s very inflamma- 
tory natare and were jnst the sort of 
thing calculated to stir up the people 
in a way in which they shonld not be 
stirred up, and if the present cases 
which were the direct result of these 
meotings were dealt with lightly 
trivial offence, the consequences might 
be very serious indeed. The case iteelf 
on the face of it might not look serious, 
bat when one considered the influence 
of it upon the temper of the people, 
it did become very serious, and should 
be punished as such bebaviour demand- 
ed. It proper steps were taken now 
and the senior Chinese official would 
co-operate, which bad not been do

One of the accased who had been 
several times previously convicted and 
who had retarned from expulsion, was 
sentenced to throe monthe’ imprison- 
ment and re-expulsion, while the other 
four were each sent to prison for four 
teen days. 

Before the same Court, two men 
were brought up on remand, charged 
with having iotimidated ® fruiterer 
named Ab Sung-fob, with a view to 
compelling him to abstain from follow- 
ing bis lawfol business, on North Ho- 
nan Road on the 7th instant; and 
farther, with having snatched 130 cash 
trom his ‘They were sentened to 
one month's imprisonment each,
